Collier’s Encyclopedia began publication 

in 1949; all 20 volumes were completed in 

1951, and a corrected set was issued in 

1952. A preliminary review, based on the 

first 6 volumes, appeared in Subscription 

Books Bulletin, July 1950, followed by a 

review of all 20 volumes in July 1952. 

Since then the editors have conducted a 

program of continuous revision, issuing at 

least one revision annually. The present 

Subscription Books Committee review is 

the first to be made of an edition produced 

under this program. 

This review is based upon a comparison 
of the 1949-1951 copyright edition (for 
convenience hereafter referred to as the 
1949 edition) and the 1959 copyright revi- 
sion. 

In general scope, purpose, arrangement, 
and format the encyclopedia remains 
largely the same. The Foreword of the 
1959 edition says it is “planned, written, 
continuously revised and kept up to date 
for the general public, the student, the 
scientist, and the scholar, for young and 
old from the upper grade level through 
high school and college to the most ad- 
vanced levels. . . .” It is designed to be 
“a comprehensive summary of human 
knowledge.” These statements agree sub- 
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stantially with Collier's expressed purpose 
and scope in 1949. In its now easily rec- 
ognizable binding of black buckram 
stamped in gold and red, it continues its 
letter-by-letter alphabetization and ar- 
rangement on a double-columned page. 
The distinguishing feature of publishing 
all bibliographies together as a unit in the 
final volume preceding the Index is also 
continued. The print is clear and easy to 
read, and the relative proportion of mono- 
graphic and short articles seems to remain 
generally the same. 

Pronunciation is still indicated by the 
same modification of the International 
Phonetic Association system used in 1949, 
the key to which now appears on the end 
papers of each volume. The full explana- 
tion of the system which formerly ap- 
peared in each volume has been omitted. 
As in the earlier edition, most articles are 
initialed, but the key to signatures is now 
given in volume 1 only, where a compre- 
hensive list of over 2,000 contributors with 
their qualifications also appears. The for- 
mer listing of each volume’s contributors 
at the beginning of the volume has been 
discontinued. 

As might be expected, the editorial staff 
has undergone changes. William T. Couch 
has been editor in chief since 1952. David 
Crawford is managing editor, Robert H. 
Blackburn, librarian of the University of 
Toronto, fills an added position as con- 
sultant for Canada, and Joseph T. Gleason 
appears in an added post, consultant for 
schools. Louis Shores remains as library 
consultant and advisory editor. The list of 
departmental advisers is much the same, 
as are the standards and qualifications for 
contributors and advisers. There are, how- 
ever, many new contributors. Contributors 
and advisers are drawn heavily from 
university faculties. 

Probably the most noticeable change in 
arrangement is in the Bibliography. Books 
under each broad subject are now in- 
dividually numbered, and these numbers 
are employed in the Index as references 
instead of the former method of citing 
column. This facilitates locating books on 
a subject in the Bibliography. The Bibli- 


ography has been expanded from 140 to 
177 pages, with corresponding expansion 
in many subjects. The bibliography section 
on Latin American history, for instance, 
has been enlarged from 65 to 196 refer- 
ences. The subsection on oil and gas in the 
section Mining and Metallurgy has also 
been expanded, and the section Sports and 
Games updated. As before, the Bibliog- 
raphy aims to include only books which 
are easily available. There is evidence, 
however, that more recent editions are oc- 
casionally overlooked. 

In a letter prepared for librarians and 
educators the editor in chief states that 
over 1,700 new or revised articles are in 
the 1959 edition. A partial check shows 
extensive revision, but it also gives evi- 
dence for some doubt that all articles 
scheduled for revision have actually been 
revised. The publisher provided the Sub- 
scription Books Committee with a list of 
new and revised articles in the 1959 edi- 
tion. In a sampling consisting of 116 arti- 
cles which were on this list dated January 
5, 1959, 15 (or almost 13 per cent) were 
new articles, and 80 (or approximately 69 
per cent) showed some signs of revision 
by updating by change of dates, statistics, 
or similar brief information. But 21 (or 18 
per cent) had no change or only occasional 
relocation on the page or slight change in 
punctuation. 

As might be expected, there are exten- 
sive new articles Space Travel and Space 
Satellites, Artificial, the first by Willy Ley, 
well-known writer on space science, and 
the latter by Hugh Odishaw, executive 
secretary, U.S. National Committee for the 
International Geophysical Year, National 
Academy of Science. Both articles are pro- 
fusely illustrated in black and white and 
in color and contain diagrams and charts. 
Information includes data on Explorer rv, 
launched July 27, 1958. 

Among other new articles are Mythol- 
ogy, Optometry, Petrochemicals, Air Pol- 
lution, Nuclear Engineering, Nostradamus, 
West Indies (federation), and Weaving, 
indicating that the editors revise noncur- 
rent as well as current materials. How- 
ever, Weaving, although new since 1949, 
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does not mention the current revival of 
weaving as a handicraft or the work of 
outstanding contemporary weavers such 
as Dorothy Liebes, Trude Guermonprez, 
and Jack Larsen. 

Numerous biographical articles have 
been added, among them articles on James 
T. Farrell, Charles Morgan, Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, Richard Nixon, Charles E. Bohlen, 
and Cole Porter. 

The article Television has been exten- 
sively revised. It contains new material on 
advertising in television, governmental 
controls, educational television, closed 
circuit and toll TV, program production, 
and a glossary of television terms. The 
article Phobia has been rewritten and in- 
cludes an enlarged list of common phobias. 
Pulp and Paper Industry, also rewritten. 
contains a new page chart on the manu- 
facture of paper, a new large scale picture 
of a Fourdrinier machine, and added 
tables. A section on the properties and 
effects of strontium-90 has been added to 
Strontium. 

The article Eucharist has been com- 
pletely rewritten in two sections, one by a 
Protestant and the other by a Roman 
Catholic theologian. This is in accordance 
with a new policy of presenting religious 
articles dealing with Catholic and Protes- 
tant views in separate sections by promi- 
nent scholars of each religion. 

Revision also involves the necessitv of 
leaving out material to make way for that 
added. In a sample survev of volume 15. 
30 articles were found omitted from the 
new edition. Such omissions are frequently 
short geographical articles of a gazetteer 
type whose loss is of little importance for 
average library use but might be impor- 
tant for home use. In a few instances in- 
formation has been transferred to other 
headings. More often. omitted articles re- 
peated information given elsewhere. Simi- 
larly, in revised articles added space for 
new material is frequently gained by omit- 
ting information which is given in other 
articles on the same subject. For instance. 
the article Mormons, which has been ex- 
tensively revised, now omits details of the 
early revelations to Joseph Smith, which 
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may be found in the biographical article 
on Smith, in favor of an expanded treat- 
ment of organization and doctrine. 

Current articles are generally up to date 
through 1957 and frequently include 
events of 1958. In the article New York 
(State) population estimates are given as 
of 1957. Thailand includes the overthrow 
of Pibun on September 18, 1957. Fashion 
refers to a style of 1957. Iraq describes the 
1958 revolt. The article on De Gaulle cov- 
ers his succession as premier on June 1, 
1958. Polar Regions mentions the Fuchs- 
Hillary crossing of Antarctica in March, 
1958. The awarding of the Nobel prize to 
Boris Pasternak and his rejection of it in 
November, 1958, are mentioned. 

On the other hand, the article on Ferenc 
Nagy extends only to 1951, although the 
Hungarian revolt and Nagy’s death are 
covered in Hungary. The article on the 
Suez Canal ends in October, 1956. More 
recent material can be found in Egypt. 
reference to which can be found through 
the Index. American Literature makes no 
mention of such recent writers as Truman 
Capote, J. D. Salinger, James Jones, Car- 
son McCullers, James Gould Cozzens, 
Peter Viereck, and Karl Shapiro. 

Reference to the Little Rock school 
situation is confined to a brief mention of 
the 1957 events in the article United States 
History where it can be located by a refer- 
ence in the Index under education in the 
United States—segregation. There is no 
mention of it in the article or Index under 
Little Rock. Nor is there mention of 
American school integration problems in 
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the article Education in the United States. 
There is no article on segregation, as such, 
though there are Index entries segregation 
and integration which lead to brief men- 
tion in the general article United States 
History. In short, this topic does not seem 
to be adequately covered for an encyclo- 
pedia designed for students and the gen- 
eral reader. 

Sometimes attempts to be up to date 
misfire unavoidably as when the Boeing 
707 is described in Air Transport as being 
ready about 1960. It was actually in serv- 
ice in October, 1958. 

There are numerous changes in entry 
headings which frequently cause a reloca- 
tion of material. Oki Retto is now Oki 
Islands; Peiping is Peking; Siam has be- 
come Thailand; Nyasaland is Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland, Federation of. A see refer- 
ence in the text usually guides the reader 
to the new entry form, unless the change 
is so slight that the article remains in sub- 
stantially the same place. 

In comparison with the 1949 edition, the 
1959 revision makes use of fewer cross 
references from a specific to a more gen- 
eral term (e.g., Oraon, see Asiatic tribes). 
See also references continue to be used at 
the end of articles (e.g., Space Travel, see 
also Guided Missiles; Rocket; Space Satel- 
lites, Artificial). There is also some indica- 
tion of a decrease in see references refer- 
ring to the actual heading under which the 
material is found (e.g., Nuclear energy, 
see Atomic energy). Increased reliance on 
the Index is therefore necessary. As with 
the 1949 edition, intensive use of the Index 
is also necessary because of the continued 
method of scattering material by the form 
of headings of articles. There seems to be 
a marked preference for adjectives at the 
beginning of headings (e.g., elementary 
education instead of Education, Elemen- 
tary, Gothic architecture instead of Archi- 
tecture, Gothic. This means that several 
different volumes must frequently be con- 
sulted for related information. 

The Index generally follows the pattern 
of the earlier edition. It is slightly shorter, 
having 783 pages as compared with 790. 
The change in the method of referring to 


the Bibliography has already been men- 
tioned. Main articles are indexed by en- 
tries in boldface capitals. Contents of 
principal articles are not analyzed, how- 
ever. While large subjects in the Index 
are broken down into specific headings 
(for example, “Middle Ages” which is 
subdivided into art, literature, history, 
economics, and other headings) such sub- 
heads refer only to references in other 
than main articles. If the main article is a 
long one, this means that an extensive 
search through several pages is necessary 
to find a specific item. 

The publishers state that over 900 new 
illustrations, including 12 pages of color 
plates, have been added to the 1959 revi- 
sion. A comparison of the two editions 
shows frequent changes of illustrations in 
articles, not always for any apparent rea- 
son. Illustrations are clear and sharp, even 
showing, in some instances, imvrovement 
over the satisfactory illustrations of the 
earlier edition. 

Rand McNally has continued to produce 
the maps, both the colored plates and the 
black-and-white inset maps. These cover 
states and possessions of the United States 
and important countries and areas of the 
world. They have been revised for im- 
portant changes. 

Collier’s Encyclopedia continues to be a 
major reference work, giving indication of 
extensive revision since 1949. The com- 
ment of Subscrintion Books Bulletin in 
1952 still applies. The encyclovedia makes 
“accessible to the layman and student re- 
cent and authoritative material in read- 
able style.” It is recommended for hich 
school, college. universitv, and _ public 
libraries and for home use.
